to improve the conditions, moral, social 
and legal, underwhich it isentered on." 
Ten years ago M. Legrand got this 
orizc, and he kept his essay until now, 
publishing it in a much enlarged form, 
ind bringing his statistics, etc., up to 
,he present date. It is, therefore, quasi- 
ofilcial; for the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences stands" on a different 
footing from our Social Science Con- 
gress. Some of his figures are startling, 
and we have not our own Registrar- 
General's tables at hand whereby to 
sheck them; but of course they have 
:>een checked by those who " crowned " 
lis essay. 


The fact which makes 
thoughtful 


Frenchmen anxious is that, while the 
marriage rate is not lower, nay, is even 
slightly higher than it was, the birth 
rate is alarmingly low, and gets lower, 
instead of rising. 
There were actually 


more births at the beginning of the 
ceatury, with a population of only 27,- 
000,000, than there were in I860. Be- 
tween 1800 and 1815 the number of chil- 
dren per marriage averaged 4.21. 
[t 


sank gradually till I860, averaging only 
3.03 for the vears between 1SS5 unj 
1800 ; between 1860 and 18G5 it rose to 
3.08. 
Tantalizing, as, indeed, such ta- 


bles generally are, this particular table 
ends with 1865, and wo are left to II. 
Legrand's assertion that the decrease is 
still a sad fact, and to another table 
which shows that the birth for every 
hundred inhabitants have averaged dur- 
ing the last forty years 2.62. The worst 
year was 1871, when, owing to the war, 
tho average sank to 2.26. In 1S72 it 
rose to its highest, 2.67. In 1877 it was 
2.55, the same as in 1850. 


Of marriages the French average for 


the last ten years is 88 for every hun- 
dred inhabitants. 
It was 60 in l"870, 72 


in 1871, 93 .(its highest) in 1872, when 
the war and its results were well-nigh 
over. 
As with us, the matrimonial 


barometer is, from year to year, a deli- 
cate test of the national prosperity or 
depression. 
There is no complaint, 


however, of the small number of mar- 
riages; it has risen since 1800, between 
which year and 1850 the average was 
not quite 79. Nor does France in this 
respect stand badly as compared with 
other countries. 
There are actually 


more marriages per cent, in France 
than in England. M. Legrand's table 
(undated) gives as follows : In Hun- 
f ary, 1.08 marriages for every 100 in- 


abitants; in Russia, 1.00; Germany, 


97; Austria, 90; France, 88; England, 
813; Holland, S3; Italy, 70 ; Scotland, 
7G ; Greece, 68 ; Koumania, 66 ; Ireland, 
47. So that there are twice as many 
marriages in Franco, for the population, 
as in Ireland, which wo used to look on 
as the most marrying country in Eu- 
rope. — London Echo.

THE MACERATOR. 


Tbe Aged Greenback Destroy er of tlie 


United States Treasury. 


EVERY afternoon at four o'clock sev- 


enty-five female scrubbers and sweep- 
ers are let loose on the halls and rooms 
of the Treasury building. Prior to this 
charge of the broom brigade, they are 
massed in one of the lower halls with 
their brooms, buckets, brushes, squil- 
gees and swabs. 
They are of many 


colors and nationalities. 
Their pay is 


fifteen dollars per month, and occasion- 
ally among them may be found women 
who once came to Washington in quest 
of positions more lucrative. But bread 
u as pressing a necessity in Washing- 
ton aa elsewhere, and scrubbing is better 
than starvation. 


In company with the matron, Mrs. 


Scidmore, I reviewed the broom brig- 
ade the other day in the basement after 
the hours alloted to Treasury visitors. 
Seventy-five dusters and sweepers seem 
an imposing number, but when scat- 
tered about the halls of the vast build- 
ing at their work their are few and far 
between. The waste paper collected is 
sorted and placed in three bins, for there 
are erades even in waste paper. 
Going 


to the top floor I found myself in lanes, 
passages, highways and byways of 
Treasury accounts, ledgers, records, 
big books, little books and millions of 
packages in millions of pigeon holes, 
all reef taped and tagged. It's fright- 
ful to contemplate this avalanche of 
financial reckoning from all the States, 
embracing Custom-House, Army and 
Navy affairs, and all other business 
since our Government saw the light. 
There isn't room for it. 
Piles of ac- 
counts and well-worn ledgers encumber 
the landings and hallways. 
From the 
Treasury garret I was taken once more 
to the Treasury cellar. 
Here are the 


carpenters' and blacksmiths' shops, for 
the Treasury makes all its own desks 
and pigeon holes, and paints and var- 
nishes them. 
But the chief anxiety 


was to show rue the " macerator." 
The macerator was at work. 
The 


macerator 
is the 
mill wherein is 
r 


und to « soft, nasty pulp the called- 
and condemned greenbacks. 
It 


grinds to utter 
paste and impossi- 
bility of recognition from $100,000 to 
$500,000 daily. 
It has a ten-horse 


power engine all to itself, and grinds 
about two hours daily. The money 
goes into a huge, round cauldron-like 
hopper into which open three small 
dials secured by three separate locks. 
The obsequies of the condemned green- 
backs are daily observed with a rigid 
and precise formality. Three separate 
United States Treasury officials, men of 
known trust, probity and honor, " high- 
ly respected by all who know them," 
carry the condemned bills to the sacri- 
ficial hopper, unlock the sacred doors, 
chuck them in, lock them up and care- 
fully watch each other to see that none 
of tnis Government paper sticks to their 
clothing or to the tar on their heels. 
Then hot water is let on, and the cogs 
of the Government coSee-mill rend the 
tens, hundreds and thousand dollar 
notes to atoms. You may look through 
a little window in the top of the ho'p- 
per and see this process of liquidation 
going on. The engineer scooped up a 
handful of the ground-up currency 
from a mass and put it near my nose 
and eyes for inspection. It is a nastr 
muck. Yet, since it has been money, 
one gazes at it with grief, curiosity and 
even respect. The Washington people 
get hold of this financial filth devel- 
oped from rags, which, after a circula- 
tion of years in greasy pockets and 
pocket-books, passing from dirty hands 
to dirtier, from den to dive, from dis- 
ease-inlected clothing, hospitals and 
dead men's clothes, until it returns to 
it* birthplace, whence once it started 
so crisp and clean, laden with every 
variety of infection, disease, small-pox, 
yellow-fever, the plague, the itch, 
scrofula, consumption, cattle, murder, 
sudden and jilpw death; they take this 


—The telephone has been utilized as 
a religious auxiliary at Evansrille, Ind.

Princess sits nearly opposite, and as 
tho Princess is perhaps the best-dressed 
woman in the room, so is tho Queen al- 
most the worst. 
Her gown is of velvet, 


with broad, longitudinal streaks of 
miniver or ermine running down the 
skirt and horizontal trimmings to match 
about the body.

to look at it; the Koh-i-noor glows in 
her corsage, and a miniature crown of 
diamonds shines above the stony head. 
The Princess Beatrice, in blue velvet, 
stands by her mother's side, with traces 
of the womanly attractiveness which 
belongs to her sister Louise, now reigu- 
ing over the hearts of our Canadian 
friends.

and full}' finished, are now in request 
for foreign markets, and at prices which 
are not, iacomparisonwiththo.se of last 
fall, so very unsatisfactory. Really ex- 
cellent lots bring from live to live and 
one-half cents per pomid-at Chicago 
even now before the trade of the season 
has fairly begun. 


A HARD wood floor, oiled with lin- 


seed oil, is the best floor for tho kitch- 
en. 
A floor of pine, unless straight- 


grained, is apt to "sliver" and grow 
rough. It is impossible to oil such a 
floor with good results, if in the least 
knotty, as the pitch prevents the oil 
from penetrating, and the iloor takes 
on a grimy look. 
Oil-cloth is some- 


times used, and is preferable to a car- 
pet, but is not so neat as a plain, 
Hard wood floor, made of matched 
boards four inches wide aud closely laid.

APPLE CIIAULOTTE. -Butter a deep 


baking bowl; line it with thin slices of 
wheaten bread which have been soaked 
in sweet cream; fill the bowl to within 
one inch of the top with sliced apples 
iu layers, with beef marrow, sugar and 
grated lemon or orange peel; cover the 
apples with thin slices of bread soaked 
in cream; cover the bowl closely with 
an ordinary earthenware pie dish, in 
which placo water to prevent its crack- 
ing; bake in a rather brisk oven from 
one hour to one and one-half hour, ac- 
cording to the size of tho charlotte. 


KnTEiiED HERRING.—Put the her- 


rings in a basin; pour over enough 
boiling water to cover them; take them 
out immediately and put them skin 
downward in a frying pan. For two 
herrings put half an ounce of butter 
and a tablespoonful of hot water into 
the pan, and baste them frequently 
with it for ten minutes, taking care the 
fire is not strong enough to boil the 
fish; indeed, the slower tho cooking 
proceeds the better. When placed on 
a hot dish, spread a small piece of but- 
ter over the fish, sprinkle lightly with 
popper, and serve very hot.

a basement room. 
When the doctor 


went down to the room the following 
morning lie was very indignant at find- 
ing that a window had been left open 
all night, aud, as the lire had gone out, 
the water in which his alligator lay was 
frozen. 
The animal was "as stiff as a 


poker," to use his own words, "and to. 
all appearances dead." 
The doctor 


placed it in warm water, and afterward 
rubbed it with alcohol. 
The creature

In a few hours more the alligator

close to the side of the road. This lias a 
tendency to make the center of the street 
the lowest, instead of highest, as it would 
do, if it was put on the center of the 
street. 


2d. Tho stiill' so placed, is full of 


weeds, which, being on tho side of the 
road, is little, or not at all disturbed, in 
consequence of which, we have u luxuri- 
ant growth and crop of noisome weeds, 
which if placed in the middle of the road, 
would be trampled upon and killed. 


3d. Why use pick and shovel to do in 


a day, what a team and scraper, would do 
in one-half, with ease? At the same time 
tho dirt could bo easily dunipc.l in the 
middle of fce street. 


Whilst trying to economize why not 


blend the duties of street commissioner 
and overseer of the poor? Why pay as 
much as gi-lOOor $500 u year, for what oim 
be done, if combined, for $100? lam 
quite sure our present street commission- 
in-, it HO appointed, would make au effi- 
cient overseer of the poor, and this would 
not at all interfere with bis other duties.
